They assert that this contest was in 
favor of the union, and that the nation- 
al government is the paramount author- 
ity and represents and embodies the 
elements of national sovereignty, and 
that the authority of the States is sub- 
ordinate thereto. 
As long as slavery 


existed there was good reason why the 
slave States should adhere to the doc- 
trine of State lights. They had a domes- 
tic institution which did not belong to 
all the States, and which largely hid to 
depend on Stato power to maintain it 
But now that the institution is gone, 
and I know of no special prerogative or 
institutions belonging to ni or to re- 
quire uur support, that do not belong to 
all the States alike. A gieat mistake 
in the South is the idea some people 
have that the federal government is the 
enemy of the States, and consequently 
their passions and prejudices are often 
excited against it. 
When you look 


around you can find no just reason for 
this. 
The benefits conferred cm our 


people by the federal government are 
not considered as 
they should bo. 


Look at the postal system and tlie ex 
penditures for river improvements and 
public buildings, etc. All this costs in 
our State, at least, more than the reve- 
nues raised in Tennessee by the federal 
government.
